“  In  that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  south 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
for  the  trapping  of  Otter,  Mink,  and  Musk-rats, 
open  season  from  January  1st,  1923,  to  March  31st, 
1923,  both  dates  inclusive.”

TRUST  COMPANIES  ACT.” 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act, 
the  Honourable  the  Administrator  in  Council

diij  i,f  December,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the 
President  or  some  other  duly  authorized  officer  of 
I  he  company,  and  shall  sta te¬ 
la.)  Particulars  of  the  cases  in  which  the  com¬ 
pany  is  acting  as  trustee  in  the  Province 
under  a  mortgage  or  charge  created  by  a 
company  to  secure  its  debentures: 

(b.)  The  amount  invested  by  the  company  in  the 
Province  out  of  its  own  funds;  and 
( c, )  The  amount  invested  by  the  company  in  the 
Province  out  of  funds  held  by  it  as  agent; 
and 

( d .)  That  the  company  has  not  carried  on  in 
the  Province  any  business  other  than  that 
authorized  by  its  certificate  of  registration. 

2.  That  the  report  shall  be:  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  the  company’s  last  annual  report  prepared 
for  the  information  of  the  shareholders. 

3.  That  this  regulation  shall  be  deemed  to  relate 
back  to  and  have  taken  effect  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1922.

REGULATION  OE  TRAFFIC  UPON  PUBLIC 
HIGHWAYS. 


NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  virtue  of  sec¬ 
tion  35a  of  the  “  Highway  Act  Amendment 
Act,  1921,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  made  the  following  regulations: — 

On  and  after  the  19th  day  of  November,  1922, 
within  that  portion  of  the  Province  including  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  the  other  islands,  and  that  portion 
of  the  mainland  comprising  the  area  described  as 
“  Traffic  District  Number  1,”  set  forth  in  section  2 
of  the  “  Highway  Act  Amendment  Act,”  chapter  32 
of  the  “  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1920  ” — i.e., 
on  roads  west  of  Hope,  B.C. — the  following  limits 
of  gross  loads  and  speeds  shall  be  observed  until 
further  notice,  namely :  The  gross  load  of  any 
truck  or  other  vehicle  used  for  the  carriage  of  goods 
shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  short  tons,  and  when  loaded 
shall  not  exceed  a  speed  often  (10)  miles  per  hour;

(Chapter  104,  R.S.B.C.  1911.) 


Rules  and  Regulations. 

PON  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  Railways,  B.C.,  it  is  ordered  that  the  regu¬ 
lations  cited  below  and  numbered  consecutivelj 
from  1  to  20,  both  inclusive,  with  regard  to  tin 
operation  of  motor-cars,  hand-cars,  velocipede  and 
push-cars,  used  in  industrial  railway  service,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  made  effective  as  from  the  1st 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  11)22,  in  respect  to 
their  use  on  all  railways  coming  udder  the  juris 
diction  of  the  aforementioned  Department  of  Rail¬ 
ways  of  B.C. : 

1.  No  motor-car,  hand-ear,  or  similar  vehicle  is 
to  be  operated  on  the  railway  without  permission 
of  the  proper  authority.  Each  vehicle  of  this  char¬ 
acter  must  be  placed  under  the  control  of  one  indi¬ 
vidual,  who  will  be  responsible  for  its  operation. 

2.  No  person  or  persons,  except  employees  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duty,  shall  be  allowed  to  ride  on 
such  cars  on  the  tracks  of  the  railway  unless  hold¬ 
ing  special  permission  from  the  proper  authority. 

3.  The  person  in  charge  of  the  operation  of  car 
must,  when  practicable,  inform  himself  of  the 
movement  of  trains. 

4.  The  person  in  charge  of  car  must  see  that  it 
is  in  proper  working  order  and  must  test  brakes 
before  starting. 

5.  All  cars  not  in  actual  use  must  be  lifted  off 
track,  or  otherwise  placed  clear  of  passing  trains. 
They  must  not  be  left  on  or  near  road  crossings. 
When  unattended,  they  must  be  locked  and  the  key 
retained  by  the  person  authorized  to  use  the  car. 

6.  When  approaching  railway,  street,  and  high¬ 
way  crossings  and  switches,  cars  must  be  under  full 
control,  and  prepared  to  stop  immediately.  Cars 
must  not  be  run  over  crossings  protected  by  gates, 
until  the  gates  are  down,  or  over  crossings  pro¬ 
tected  by  flagmen,  until  given  “  Proceed  ”  signal 
by  flagman. 

7.  Cars  loaded  with  rails,  frogs,  ties  or  similar 
material  must  not  go  on  main  track  without  pro¬ 
tection. 

8.  Rails,  frogs,  or  similar  material  must  not  be 
carried  on  motor-  or  hand-cars,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency.  Water  kegs,  track  jacks,  and  other 
tools  likely  to  derail  car  if  they  were  to  fall  off, 
must  not  be  carried  on  or  near  front  of  car. 

9.  Motor-,  hand-,  or  push-cars  must  not  be 
attached  to  a  train  : 

10.  Cars  must  not  be  run  after  sunset,  or  during 
foggy  or  stormy  weather  except  in  cases  of  actual 
necessity.  In  such  cases,  and  also  in  passing 
through  dark  tunnels,  on  single  track,  a  headlight 
and  a  red  light  must  be  displayed  to  the  front,  and 
red  light  to  the  rear,  and  on  double  track  a  white 
light  to  the  front  and  a  red  light  to  the  rear. 
During  fogs  and  storms,  flagmen  should  be  sent  out 
in  each  direction,  and  the  car  run  no  faster  than 
flagman  can  walk. 

11.  Cars  must  not  be  run  closer  than  500  feet 
behind  moving  trains;  the  space  between  two  motor 
cars,  a  hand-  or  velocipede-car,  and  a  motor-car, 


must  not  be  less  than  500  feet.;  (he  space  between 
two  handcars  must  not  be  h-ss  than  .100  feel,  lie- 
car  in  advance  should  signal  the  following  car  be 
fore  stopping. 

12.  Motor-,  hand-,  and  velocipede-cars  must  be 
mu  with  great  caution  around  obscure  curves  and 
approaching  tunnels,  and  must  be  stopped  frequently, 
so  that,  approaching  trains  may  Is-  heard. 

13.  Hand  cars,  unloaded  push-cars,  and  veloci¬ 
pede's  must  be  lifted  from  one  track  to  another, 
instead  of  turning  switches.  When  necessary  to 
use  switches,  they  are  to  be  turned  only  under 
supervision  of  the  foreman,  who  will  be  held  ie- 
sponsible  for  seeing  that  they  are  left  properly  set 
and  locked. 

14.  In  all  cases  a  lookout  must  be  kept  in  each 
direction,  whether  on  single  or  double  track. 

15.  Cars  must  be  operated  with  care  in  passing 
trains  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  at  sta¬ 
tions,  and  must  not  run  between  such  trains  and 
the  station. 

10.  Hand-  or  push-cars  must  not  be  pushed  ahead 
of  motor-car. 

17.  Employees  must  not  get  on  or  off  motor-cars 
when  in  motion,  except  when  necessary  in  starting. 
The  use  of  seats  on  hand  cars  is  forbidden. 

18.  Employees  in  charge,  of  the  operation  of 
motor-cars  must  not  permit  occupants  to  sit  in 
insecure  or  careless  positions. 

19.  Motor-cars  must  not  be  inspected  with 
matches  or  torches. 

20.  Power-driven  speeders  or  power-driven  cars 
shall  not  exceed  a  speed  of  twenty  (20)  miles  per 
hour  without  a  special  order  from  the  superinten¬ 
dent  or  train-dispatcher.  If  power-driven  car  is 
pulling  hand-car  loaded  with  men,  the  speed  shall 
not  exceed  ten  (10)  miles  per  hour. 

Rules  3,  7,  10,  and  12  shall  not  apply  to  motor¬ 
cars  operated  by  train  order.

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci¬ 
fying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  9th  November. 
1922,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  the  regulations  for  the  administration  of  graz¬ 
ing  lands  in  the  Railway  Belt  in  British  Columbia, 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  13th  May, 
1910,  and  subsequent  Orders  in  Council,  provide 
that  no  applicant  shall  be  permitted  to  hold  under 
lease  by  original  application  or  by  assignment  more 
than  25,000  acres  of  Dominion  Lands. 

The  Minister  states  that  application  has  bi-eu 
made  to  him  by  Messrs.  A.  Fehr,  H,  M.  Vasey,  II.

1XTHEREAS  a  majority  in  number  and  value  of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised  assessment 
'  ’  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  drainage  have  petitioned  the 
Council  of  the  said  Municipality  of  Delta,  praying  that  the  Council  take  such  steps  and  proceedings 
as  are  necessary  for  the  draining  of  the  said  part  of  Township  5,  situate  within  the  said  municipality :

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  instruct!  ns,  we  have  examined  the  location  of  the  proposed 
Chilluethan  Cross  ditch,  have  taken  levels  along  its  entire  course  sufficient  to  take  out  quantities  for 
any  sized  ditch,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows.: — 

Wo  believe  that  the  construction  of  this  ditch  will  prove  a  very  real  and  direct  benefit  to  all  those 
facing  on  the  dowdy  Road  between  the  Victoria  Terminal  Railway  and  Boundary  Bay.  This  section, 
as  is  shown  by  the  accompanying  profile,  is  comparatively  low.  Also  the  drainage  of  this  section  has 
been  carried  north  to  meet  the  Green  Slough;  thence  along  the  Green  Slough  to  a  small  channel  in  the 
Fraser  River,  a  distance  of  about  4  miles  from  the  east  end  of  the  proposed  ditch  to  a  point  opposite 
Ladner.  In  the  proposed  scheme  this  same  point  opposite  Ladner  from  the  same  easterly  end  of  the 
proposed  ditch  will  be  reached  in  about  .3  miles.  It  is  also  our  opinion  that  the  drainage  in  the  Green 
Slough  is  not  able  to  derive  the  same  amount  of  benefit  from  the  low  tides  that  is  received  at  Ladner, 
due  to  the  outlet  on  the  river  side  of  the  flood  boxes  not  being  so  open.  This  feature  is  the  great  test 
of  any  drainage  in  the  Delta,  and  can  be  readily  seen  when  the  location  of  mean  sea  level  on  the  profile 
with  regard  to  the  land  is  noted.  Also  there  is  the  virtue  of  having  the  outlet  about  1  mile  farther 
down  the  Fraser  River  and  getting  the  benefit  of  the  fall  for  that  distance. 

We  do  not  thing  that  this  will  act  as  a'  detriment  to  the  Chilluethan  Slough  drainage  scheme.  It 
will  mean  that  more  water  will  have  to  he  passed  through  the  flood-boxes,  but  this  will  tend  to  help 
keep  the  outer  channel  clean  and  open.  A  proportion  of  this  water  has  always  found  its  way  to  the 
Chilluethan  Slough  along  the  Parmiter  Road  and  across  Lot  177.  Also  the  capacity  of  the  box  in  the 
Chilluethan  Slough  is  sufficient  to  handle  the  combined  flow. 

We  have  included  in  the  cost  of  this  scheme  the  cost  of  the  extras  entailed  in  the  Chilluethan 
Slough  excavation.  This  will  give  the  users  of  the  Chilluethan  Cross  ditch  the  right  to  use  the 
Chilluethan  Slough,  and  will  be,  we  think,  fair  to  the  two  schemes. 

There  are  several  who  were  in  the  Chilluethan  Slough  scheme  to  whom  this  new  ditch  will  be 
of  considerable  potential  benefit.  These  have  all  been  assessed  quite  low.  as  the  former  assessment 
provided  for  drainage  directly  into  the  Chilluethan  Slough,  but  it  was  judged  wise  to  assess  them  in 
order  to  give  them  a  legal  right  to  use  the  Chilluethan  Cross  ditch,  as  we  are  confident  that  they  will 
eventually  do  so. 

The  accompanying  plan  of  cross-sections  shows  the  proposed  size  of  the  ditch.  It  is  6  feet  wide 
on  the  bottom,  and  with  a  slope  of  7  feet  vertically  to  every  5  feet  horizontally  on  each  side.

Dear  Sir, — Acting  upon  instructions  from  your  Council,  we  have  made  surveys  and  have  taken 
levels  along  the  Boundary  Bay  Road  Ditch  from  the  flood  box  at  Mr.  I^armiter’s  corner  to  the  high 
land  on  the  easterly  boundary  of  Mr.  Grauer. 

We  find  that  this  ditch  requires  deepening  and  an  increase  in  its  cross-section  in  order  to 
adequately  accommodate  the  flow  of  water.  Without  this  deepening  those  along  the  course  of  this 
ditch  cannot  fully  realize  their  potential  benefits  from  the  deepening  of  the  Chillucthan  Slough.  By 
means  of  deepening  and  widening  they  will  find  that  their  drainage  will  be  very  much  improved. 

We  recommend  that  the  ditch  be  deepened  approximately  2  feet  3  inches  along  its  entire  length. 
This  will  place  the  new  ditch  at  the  Parmiter  Road  10  inches  above  the  floor  of  the  flood-box  at  Ladner. 
At  the  corner  of  the  Farrell  Road  the  bottom  will  be  1  foot  10  inches  above  the  floor  of  the  aforesaid 
flood-box,  while  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  it  will  be  2  feet  10  inches  above  the  same  floor.  This  will  ensure 
a  good  grade,  being  1  foot  in  6,000  feet. 
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The  average  width  at  the  top  should  be  14  feet,  depending  on  the  height  of  the  adjoining  land  and 
the  position  of  the  poles  along  the  ditch.  The  bottom  should  be  5  feet  wide  from  the  Parmiter  Road 
to  the  Farrell  Road  and  from  the  Farrell  Road  to  the  foot  of  the  hill  it  should  be  4  feet  wide. 

This  size  ditch  will  require  about  11,145  yards  of  excavation.  This  is  rather  too  much  to  be  done 
by  hand,  and  we  would  recommend  that  a  drag-line  dredge  be  employed  on  account  of  the  greater 
economy  possible.
